‘Tue debate on the subject of flogging in 
the British Army, which has recently 
taken place, has naturally enough occa- 
sioned discussion in the newspapers, 
and all tho old argaments on tho sub- 
ject have been reproduced in due form. 
The defenders of the “cat” say that 
it is an expeditions, cheap, and simplo 
punishment, sufficiently uncomfortable 
to frighten those who are subjected to 
it from rashly placing themselves within 
its “danger” again. As a writer in 
the Pall Mall Budget observes, “We 
may be quite sure that nobody sen- 
tenced to a flogging ever devoted the 
interval before puuishment to anything 
but thinking how unpleasant it would 
be, or ever recollected it afterwards 
without the strongest reluctance to 
experience it again. Flogged criminals 
may bo depended upon pretty surely 
never to commit crime anew, uuless 
they have forgotten the flogging, or 
unless they think they will not be 
found out.” The lash has been, 


299 | #8 we all know, singularly effective 


in repressing the highly objection 
able practice of shooting at tho 
Queen and the atrocious and cowardly 
acts of the garroters. On the other 
side, we are met with the argument 
which is concentrated in the word 
“brutalise.” Ifa man is shut up in 
solitary confinement, brooding on his 
own supposed wrongs, nursing a hatred 
to society, aud planning more cunning 
ways of committing crimes, he is popu- 
larly supposed to be refined and gentil- 
ized and to come out a softened and 
purified being. If he is made to wince 
uuder the cat for twenly minutes for 
some act of dastardly cruelty, be is 
popularly supposed to be brutalised. 
All this we bold to be pernicions ce 
it is duly brought out ou all occasions 
when the subject of foggiog is dis- 








cussed. It came out two years ago 
when the Medical Committeo reported 
on the use of the “cat” in Hongkong 
Jail, aud when certain abuses which 
had prevailed in that prison were 
removed ‘at the instance of Hie Ex- 
cellency the Governor. But we must 
bear in mind that the case of Hong 
kong was a peculiar one, and the 
cireamstances which called for the 
enquiry were peculiar, When people 
talked loosely on the subject, they 
spoke of it as though the case wore 
similar to that which has beon lately 
discussed in England. In Hongkong 
and in England the question was, 
“Should you flog criminals?” On one 
side it was argued “yes,” you have no 
moro effective deterrent than the cat. 
On the other side it was stated that 
the moment a man felt the lash he was 
injured irretrievably, robbed of self= 
respect and treated like a beast. 
But an important question srose 
in the Hongkong case which did not 
come in in Hogland. ‘The medical 
testimony proved that in one case 
permanent injury bad boon inflicted 
on a Chinese prisoner by the flog. 
gings administered in the jail. In 
several instances congestion of the 
lungs was brought on by the violent 
floggings on the back, which were 
fashionable until quite recently in the 
Island Colony. Any person who takes 
the trouble to refer to the “Report of 
a Medical Committeo appointed by 
His Excellency John Popo Hounessy, 
to investigate the physical effect of 
flogging the Chinese on the back, 
aud the mode of flogging in the Hong. 
kong gaol,” will find smple evidence 
to prove that a time had come to put 
fa stop to very serious abuses, Tho 
Colouial Surgeon writes, ‘I have noticed 
that in all floggings of Chinese by the 
cat, that they suffer, besides the external 
injury of the skin, more or less from 
congestion of the lungs “afterwards, 
and iu old cases where the floggings 
have been severe, irreparable injury 
had beon done.” Again, the same 
authority adds that “though owing to 
the style in which the floggings wore 
performed, no great show of blood and 
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injury appeared at the time, the flesh 
was so badly bruised that the men’s 
backs in three days were one large 
ulcer, bleeding freely when the dres- 
sings were removed.” And then we 
read of @ visit to the gaol, where 
one prisoner was found who had 
been flogged on the 10th of May 
so severely, that he had twelve 
wounds still bleeding on the 19th of 
tho same month, It is very clear that 
the present Governor of Hongkong did 
not interfere a moment too soon. The 
objection to flogging a garotter, as he 
is flogged in England, may bo and is 
sentimental to a certain extent. We 
are not disposed to blame those who 
still upbold the use of the cat as a 
military punishment, but no English 
Colony should ever have been disgraced 
by tite cruelties which were practised in 
the gaol of Hongkong up to the date 
of the present Governor’s arrival. It 
is well for the credit of the Island that 
the iniquity was stopped promptly and 
decisively. It takes a long time for 
the British public to be aroused by 
trausgotions in remote portions of the 
Empire, but when attention is once 
drawn to tho existence of an abuse, 
popular indignation is strongly ex- 
prossed.

‘The country 
was quiet, and the Zulus had dispersed to 
their homes. Negociations continue with 
the principal chiefs, who have promised 
submission when Cetewayo removes from 
the vicinity. 








‘3rd September. 

Later advices from the Cape of 19th 
August, aunounce that Amanekamze, Cete- 
wayo's new Kral, has been destroyed. 
Cotewayo with a few followers was closely 
pursued and fled into the bush to the 
southwards. 

‘Three of Cetewayo's sons with soveral of 
the Zulu chiefs have surrendered, bringing 
with them Cetewayo’s cattle. 

Bombay, 7th Sept. 

A violent mutiny has broken out 
amongst the troops and inhabitants of 





Cabul, who attacked and fired the British 
Residency and besieged Yakoob Khan, who 
endeavoured his utmost to quell the re- 
bellion. The fate of the Embassy is 
unknown. An immediate advance was 
ordered from Shutar Garden. General 
Roberts advances on Cabul. General 
Stewart was ordered to hold Kandahar, and 
the Khyber Pass force will operate against 
Tellelabad.

The undoubted importance of the Swatow 
Opium Guild case to foreign trading in- 
terests generally in China, as showing the 
great influence of those cioperative bodies 
established by natives and familiarly known 
as Guilds, renders it necessary that as full 
and complete a report as possible of the 
present proceedings—the first of the kind 
yet instituted against so powerful a body— 
should be given. We therefore devote a 
large amount of the space at our command 
to that purpose, in order that it may clearly 
be seen in what direction the shadow lies 
so far as the hearing has hitherto gone. To 
offer any comment on the case while still sub 
judice, is notpermissible, but the observation 
may bo ventured that the plaintiffs, Messrs. 
Duff and David, deserve the warmest sym- 
pathy and moral support of every foreign 
firm in China, whose desire it is to con- 
serve and promote the interests of foreign 
trade and the unbroken maintenance of 
treaty rights, The full report of the 
case wo give elsewhere, of itself shows 
how necessary it is that the closest watch 
should be kept upon the action of the 
native Guilds when it is attempted to use 
them as instruments of obstruction to com- 
merco in the way alleged by the plaintiffs 
in tho present investigation. 

‘We have received an interesting brochure 
from Mr. Wylie, consisting of an essay 
read by him at the Oriental Congress on 
the Mongol Astronomical Instruments at 
Peking. It is written in a style thoroughly 
characteristic of the author, indicative of 
careful and studious research into the 
Chineso histories on the subject and sup- 
plying valuable information at first hand 
in regard to them. These instruments 
have often been looked at with great 
interest by visitors to Peking, though they 
are now overshadowed by the superior and 
more recent instruments of the Jesuits, 
that have long superseded them. We 
are indebted to Mr, Wylie for his very 
accurate and scientific delineation of 
these instruments, their number, names, 
uses, position and history. His investiga- 
tion of the Chinese works which contain a 
description of them in full detail, is well 
suited to the end he had in view, and he 
has thus placed on record alll that is neces 
sary to be known on the matter. The 
translation of these works was no easy 
thing, but it was greatly facilitated by 
the labours of Mr. Thomson, who has 
furnished an excellent photograph of the 
instruments in question. It seems that 
the number now on hand is considerably 








| less than formerly, and even these are 


not only disused but placed in an out 
of the way and almost unapproach- 


| able quarter, from the filth and abomina- 


Still the 
artistic construction of the various instru- 





ments, and the character and design of 
them, reflect high credit on the inventor, 
and the whole forms an interesting link in 
the history of science in this country. 
Two very neat copies of the photographs 
mentioned above, comprising the armillary 
sphere and compendium instrument, are 
given at the close of tho pamphlet. 

Governor Hennessy having expressed a 
wish to inspect the fire-extinguishing ap- 
paratus possessed by these Settlements, 
the opportunity was taken to call a special 
parade of the different companies for nine 
o'clock on Tuesday evening. The Victoria, 
Deluge and Torrent steamers, with the 
French manual engine, and also the Mih-ho- 
loong Hook and Ladder Company, the force 
being also accompanied by several hose- 
reels, obeyed the order of the Chief En- 
gineer with alacrity and were got to work 
in very short time after the preliminary 
muster, water being drawn from the river 
NOWIUMStAUding the low atata of the tide. 
‘Mr. Hennessy made a critical inspection 
of the engines, otc. and probably took 
away with him a few ideas that may prove 
of servico at Hongkong.—Judging from 
tho following Express, issued on tho follow- 
ing day, His Excellency was satisficd 
with what he saw at the spocial parade 
of the Fire Brigade :— Shanghai Firo 
Brigade.—I am requested by Mr. Daven- 
port, H.B.M.’s Consul, to convey to the 
members of the Brigado the thanks of His 
Excellency J. Pope Hennessy for their 
courtesy in turning out yostorday ovoning 
for a special parade,—R. W. Little, Chair- 
man, Municipal Council.” 

We have received tha August number of 
The Child’s Paper, and must congratulate 
the Rev. J. M. W. Farnham on the con- 
tinued excellence of the meritorious little 
work. Now that the timo has arrived 
when many up-country parties will be 
leaving on sporting and pleasure excursions, 
it would not incommode each to take a few 
hundred copies for gratuitous distribution 
by throwing them among the Chiness who 
crowd about the bridges and landing-places 
enroute. Tho price is so small that this 
could be done at trifling expense, and the 
trouble would be nil; while the good that 
might be wrought among the native 
peasantry by such a mode of disseminating 
a knowledge of Western art, science, geo- 
graphy, &c., cannot be foreseen. The 
little serial has worked its way largely 
among the Chinese hereabouts, and we 
should be glad to hear of its circulation 
extending into other provinces of this 
great Empire far and wide. 

We hear Mr. Herbert J. Allen goes to 
Newcnwang, to act as Consul there in place 
of Mr. Adkins, who goes home on leave. 
‘Mr. Allen's post at Chinkiang is taken 
temporarily by Mr. T. L. Bullock. 

Mr. H. Budler, who was to have suc- 
ceeded Mr. P. G. von Méllendorff as 
Interpreter at the German Consulate- 
General, is, we perceive, homeward bound 
by the P. &O. steamer Cathay, Il-health, 
we understand, is the cause of his sudden 
departure. During his stay in China, Mr. 
Budler was very energetic in his endeavours 
to promote the spread of Western art and 
science among the natives. His loss will, 
therefore, be much felt in certain circles. — 
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P. G. von Méllendorif will not now go 
‘to Peking, at least for time, but will 
continue to perform his duties in this 
Settlement as heretofore. 

_ Wolare informed that at a fully attended 
‘meeting of the English members of the 
Shanghai Rowing Club, it was unanim- 
ously decided to accept a challenge which 
the Scotch Members had sent, to row an 
eight-oar raco at the Autumn Regatta; 
‘Mr. Westall being unanimously appointed 
Captain, 

Mr. B. 8. Morris, who is about to pay a 
woll-earned visit Home, vid the United 
States, has it, we are informed, in con- 
tomplation to present a cup for competi- 
tion at the Autumn Rifle Meeting of the 
8.V.C. The cup will no doubt be accepted 
with the greatest pleasure, as ailording 
another instance of the good wishes enter- 
tained for tho welfare of tho corps and the 
desire to promote its usefuln 

‘Tho above-named compotition, as at 
prosent arranged, is to take placo on tho 
8th and 10th November, and subsequent 
days to be hereafter notified. ‘The Kobe 
Rifle Club (a crack team, judging from 
their published scores) have challenged 
the S.V.C. to shoot a match in October 
next. It is to be hoped that our gallant 
‘Volunteers will not be slow to take up the 
gauntlot so venturously thrown down. 

Wo are very glad to hear that among the 
prizes to be competed for at the Autumn 
Rifle. Mooting of the 8.V.C. is a “Ladies 
Purse.” The fact that such a flattering 
measure of recognition, not only of the 
sport of rifle shooting but of the usefulness 
of the ‘Volunteers. as a body, will bo thon 
accorded, should give astill further impetus 
to recruiting and tend in no small degree 
to mako the “service” much more popular. 
‘There showld be at least 300 men on the 
roll.--The conditions under which the 
Ladies! Purso will be shot for, are, we bo- 
lieve, as follows :—Two shots each at 500 
yards ; then run to 400, and fire two shots 
‘then to 300, and fire two shots ; and finally 
to 200 yards, when the balance of the 
shots. will be fired—the whole to be ac- 
complished in three minutes, and uniform 
and side arms to be worn—thus giving an 
excellent opportunity to tho competitors to 
oxhibit their skill as quick rifle shots in 
addition to their fleetness of foot. 

The P. & O. 8. N, Co.'s steamship Cathay 
took the following Silk:—For London, 
441 bales; New York, 36; Basle, 5; 
Alexandria, 30; Bombay, 101; Penang, 30; 
Singapore, 82; Hongkong, 16; total 740 
bales ; and 30 bales waste Silk for London. 

We are glad to hear that it is incumbent 
on the commanders of the Mitsu Bishi Co. 
steamers to exerciso their crews at fire drill 
whilst at sea, in the course of which some 
if not all the boats are manned and made 
ready to be lowered away. With regard 
to the question, “Do the Captains re- 
gularly comply with the Regulations,” 
wo are assured, in reference to the above 
Company, that before the form previously 
mentioned is filled in by the Captain and 
the Chief Officer, they have to satisfy 
themselves amongst other things as to the 
condition of the boats, some of which have 
recently boen built for the Company in 
England, of solid mahogany, at great ex 



































pense. We are obliged to Mr. Reis for so 
speedily and fully acceding to our request, 
made on behalf of the public, for this 
very necessary information ; and hope his 
example will be followed in other direc- 
tions. 

‘The important letter from Mr. Pethick, 
U.S. Consul at Trenrsrx, addressed to the 
Rey. W. Muirhead, and sent to us by him 
for publication, needs neither comment 
nor words of recommendation—it speaks 
for itself, and Mr. Pethick’s appeal for aid 
in so good a work cannot but be cheer- 
fully considered by the Famine Relief 
Committee. The letter is given on another 
page. 

Elsewhere we publish a copious trans- 
lation of the memorial of Tso Tsung-tang, 
Governor-General of Kaxsv, regarding the 
disastrous earthquakes in that province. 
The shocks are said to have extended 
fcou the 29th June to the 1th July, 
with greater or less severity, and nows 
of tho destructive effects experienced in 
loss of life and demolition of property 
has been received from no fewer than 
nearly thirty cities and districts, It is 
impossible to approximate the number 
of persons swallowed up and killed by 
falling ruins, &c., to say nothing of those 
maimed and otherwise injured. Officials 
and commoualty of course suffered alike, 
and among the former it is mentioned 
that Lu Tsun-k'ung, the director of 
studies, and Li Yii-zin, the sub-director of 
studies, at Chieh-chow, were, with their 
whole households, swallowed up and dis- 
appeared. In the cities, walls, temples, 
public offices and private dwellings were 
destroyed, and havoc wrought of far greater 
extentthanin any previously known disaster 
of the kind. Animals in greater numbers 
even than human beings, were also de- 
stroyed ; and in fact it is believed that, 
excepting the recent famines, a catastrophe 
so direful has not for centuries befallen 
this seemingly ill-fated land. 

‘The Canton correspondent of the China 
Mail, writing on the 27th ult, says— 
“Whilst it is matter of satisfaction to all 
that steam navigation is conducted with 
safety in China, yesterday was marked 
here by special congratulations to Messrs. 
Siemssen & Co., and Gapiain Cass of the 
Ningpo, upon the completion of her one 
hundredth’ voyage between this port and 
Shanghai. About twenty of the Chineso 
shippers had intimated an intention to 
prosent a richly-embroidered flag to tho 

sptain, and a few foreign residents were 
invited to witness the ceremony. The 
casion of such a ceremonial was very it 
teresting to one participant in particular, 
who could recall the period when steamers 
were forcibly driven away from China, But 
to the Chinese themselves, the change must 
be more surprising ; and both they and the 
foreigners exhibited the utmost cordiality 
in wishing the Ningpo and her successful 
commander continued good fortune in the 
prosecution of the voyages in which so 
much perseverance has already been shewn.”

HE. THE VICEROY LI’S INFLUENCE IN 
HOSPITAL WORK AT TLENTSIN. 
‘The following important letter has been 
handed to us for publication :-— 
Tientsin, 3rd Sept., 1879. 
Mx Dear Me. Moiuesn,—A very in- 
teresting and promising work has opened 
up asaresult of the successful treatment 








of Lady Li’s case by Drs. Mackenzio, Irwin 
and Miss Howard. ‘The two first’ men- 
tioned Doctors have been appointed official 
family Physicians to the Viceroy, ,and i 
addition Dr. Mackenzio has been plaéed in 
charge of &@ Chinese Froo Hospital just 
established by the Viceroy at his own ex- 
pense and designed to give to the natives 
of this place the full benefit of Foreign 
medicines and practice: Apart from this 
Hospital work just commenced and de- 
veloping largely every day, the doctors— 
and especially Dr. Mackenzie—are being 
applied to for treatment by many officials 
and gentry. The Vicoroy’s initiative is 
having a signal effect in suddenly remov- 
ing the barriers set up everything 
Foreign by the official and literary classes. 
Several successful surgical operations have 
been performed in the presence of the Vice- 
roy ; three of his Secretaries are now under 
treatment, as well as the Prefect of Tici- 
tsin and the wife of the Customs Taotai, 
and yesterday a General was operated 
upon. ‘These are but a few of the special 
calls from the higher classes; among the 
poor all sorts of disoases present themselves, 
and scores of opium smokers apply for 
cure, eye 
‘This Hospital has partly realized a desire 
long cherished by Dr. Mackenzie, and the 
scope of the work has far exceeded his 
expectations. To complete the plan of a 
thoroughly useful institution as originally 
conceived by Dr. M., and now mado 
imperative by the unexpected development 
of the work, it will be necessary to have in 
connection with the present Hospital, which 
is located in the Chinese City, wards for 
Jnvpatiente whose cates are very serious 
need special or constant care. It is 
proposed to erect suitable buildings for this 
purpose in or near the Foreign Settlement, 
80 as to bo of easy access to Dr. Mackenzi6, 
and, in caso of his absence, the other Doo- 
tors living here. It would be impossible 
to properly attend to critical cases if they 
were Kept two miles away in the Chinore 


city. 

‘Fie, 2,600 to Tl, 8,000 will bo nosded 
for theso niew buildings ; neveral hundred 
Taols from foreigners aro now in hand, and 
all well-to-do patients now coming under 
treatment aro invited to contribute. It is 
right that this work for the especial benefit 
of the Chinose should be supported as far 
‘as possible by themselves. ‘The Viceroy 
himself has given the buildings, the outfit, 
and the running expenses of the Genoral 
Hospital, and has added his powerful infu. 
ence and encouragement ; it in therefore 
with more confidence that other aid can be 
appealed for, when the Chinese have: s0 
cheerfully put their own shoulders to the 
wheel of progress. 

I writo in the hope that your Committe 

of the Famine Relief Fund may deem ¢] 
a worthy subject for consideration, We 
understand that the favourable prospects 
in the Famino districts havo causod the 
Committee to decido that no further distri- 
bution of funds is necessary ; and hence, 
should there be a balance still in hand, 
perhaps the Committee might think well of 
making a grant to the Hospital, with a 
view to establish in this close proximity to 
the famino districts a permanent source of 
benefit to suffering humanity. 

It is needlees for me to commond medical 
work among the Chinese to one of your ex- 
perience. Its effects here, after a single 
month of practice, have been remarkable— 
not alone in effecting cures of bodily ills, 
but also of that unhealthy moral. tate 
which gives rise to dislike and suspicion 
towards Foreigners. It is a, potent agent 
for breaking down the barriers of ignor- 
ance, prejudice and superstition in this 
country, and as such deserves well of all 
foreiguers. 

I trust that this encouraging movement 
may have support from the Committee.

ABRIVAL OF THE ARCTIC SHIP 
“VEGA" AT YOKOHAMA. 


‘Mr. George J. Helland, Goneral 
Manager of the Great Northern Tele- 
graph Company, on Wednesday received 
the following telegram, and kindly for- 
warded it to us for publication :-— 

““SyuGa’ ARRIVED AT YOKOHAMA.” 
‘Those four words, as Mr. Helland justly 
puts it, are of great importance, and 
will assuredly startle the scientific and 
geographical world. The Vega is the 
ship in which the Swedish Professor 
Nordenskjold has now accomplished the 
passage North of Russia and Siberia, 
finally coming ont through Bebring’s 
_ Straits and so across the Pacific Ocean 
to Japan and China. 

‘Wo had from time to time previously 
published letters aud extracts from the 
‘Home papers, written by Professor 
Nordenskjold, giving descriptions of his 
winter quarters on the northern ice- 
bound coast of Siberia; and to all who 
have followed the Professor’s move- 
ments, so far as was possible from 
the necessarily fragmentary data above 
alluded to, will understand the vast 
importance of the discovery now ac 
complished by him. Professor Nor- 
donskjold has, in fact, opened to the 
world the passage of a new sea or 
ocean, which bad been unsuccessfally 
attempted by arctio navigators during 
past conturies—tho North-East Passage 
now stands before the world an accom- 

» plished fact. 

Professor Nordenskjold, is no mere 
amateur naturalist who has fallen on 
& stroke of luck, aud succeeded under 
favourable circumstances in performing 
a task many times attompted but never 
before accomplished. On the contrary, 
the successful exploration of the North- 
eastern passage has been only the final 
reward of a life of labour, and has 
beon led up to as the last of a series of 
attompts, ench one more bold and 
snocessful than its predecessor. Pro- 
fessorNordenskjold’s first Arctic voyage 
was undertakeu 60 loug ago as 1858, 
when he accompanied Dr. Povell on 
his first expedition to Spitzbergen. 
Between that time and 1873, the in- 
trepid goologist aud explorer made no 
less than six voyages to the Arctic 
regions, each time returning with now 
discoveries made and new honours 
won. In that year he tarned his 
attention more ‘particularly to the 
feasibility of navigating the North-east 
passage, towards accomplishing which 
for upwards of two centuries little or 
no progress had been made, He was 
fortunate in engaging the assistance of 
My. Oscar Dickson, of Gotlenburg, ab 
whiose cost he undertook an expedition 
in 1875 to the North-east, the results 
of which were soon to be practically 
applied. He passed through the Jugar 
Strait into the Kara Sea, and meeting 
jee in 75° 45’ North, steered southwards 
to the Siberian coast aud reached a 


point on the eastern side of the mouth 
of the Yenisei, to which he gave the 
appropriate title of Dickson Harbour. 
The following year he again succeeded 
in reaching Port Dickson under the 
auspices as before of Mr. Dicksov, 
assisted, however, by a wealthy and 
enterprising Russian merchant, Mr. 
Alexander Siberiakoff. The feasibility 
of establishing regular communication 
with the Yenisei was now established, 
and has-since been practically carried 
out. This point gained, Professor 
Nordenskjold took a step further and 
turned his thoughts to extending his 
researches to the exploration of Capo 
Chelyuskin, the most Northerly point 
of Siberia, and apparently the turn- 
ing point of North-eastern explora- 
tion. The whole of the expanse of 
ocean lying between Bebring’s Straits 
and Cape Chelyuskin, and extending 
throngh 90 degrees of latitude, with 
the exception of short boat trips along 
parts of the coast near the month of 
the great rivers, had never been ex- 
plored, and no ship had hitherto 
plonghed its almost unknown waters. 
Professor Nordenskjold determined, if 
possible, to make it yield up its secrets. 
The enormous masses of warm water 
poured into the Northern Ocean between 
the islands of Novaga Zemlya and 
Cape Chelyuskin by the rivers Ob and 
Yenisei, should naturally take a north- 
east course along the coast of that 
promontory, and it seemed possible 
therefore that open water would be 
found in the month of August as far 
as the point itself, situated in latitude 
77° 41’. Eastward of the Cape in. 
formation was wanting, but in 1739 
a Russian expedition in a small sailing 
vessel had succeeded in getting within 
sixty miles of the Cape. There was 
therefore hope that with a properly 
equipped steamer there would bo a 
possibility of getting as far as the 
mouth of the Lena. A blank between 
the mouths of the Lena and the Kolyma 
remained to be filled up, but the same 
reason which seemed to point to the 
possibility of finding open water to 
the west of Cape Chelyuskin, in 
the north-eastern flow of the warmer 
waters of tho river, applied bere 
likewiso. From the Kolyma to Beh- 
ring’s Straits the coast was better 
known, and there was every reason 
to believe that in tho majority of 
seasons it was sufficiently free of ice to 
make its navigation practicable. Mr. 
Oscar Dickson again came liberally 
forward, and the present expedition 
whose suecessfal accomplishment we 
yesterday recorded was the result, Of 
the £20,000 required for the expedi- 
tion, he contributed £12,000; £8,000 
were given by the Swedish Government; 
£2,500 by the King of Sweden, andalike 
sum by Mr. Siberiakoff. A screw whaler 
built of oak and greeu-heart at Bremen, 
barque rigged, and of sixty nominal 
horse-power, named the Vega, was selec- 
ted for the expedition, and having been 
carefully fitted up, sailed from Gothen- 








burg on the 4th Jaly, 1878, Professor 








Nordenskjold following a few days 
after and joining her at Tromsd, From 
that time the expedition has been heard 
of at various points. It passed as before 
through the Strait of Jugar, and 
crossed the Kara Sea to Port Dickson. 
After making a careful survey of the 
harbour, it left on the 10th August, to 
explore the unknown seas lying North. 
On the 19th August, Cape Chelyuskin 
was reached, and, on rounding it, open 
water was found, through which it 
advanced rapidly to the mouth of the 
Lena, Professor Nordenskjold left 
his anchorage there on the 27th 
Angust, and for a long time no news 
of the expedition reached Harope. In 
case of any untoward accident be- 
falling the Vega, a relief expedition 
was fitted ont, and the Nordenskjold, 
under command of Captain Sengstacke, 
loft Yokohama on the 1st August on 
her way to Bebriug’o Strait. Fortun- 
ately, in May, news reached Europe of 
the whereabouts of the expedition. Tho 
Vega bad nearly accomplished bor 
purpose of reaching Bebring’s Strait, 
and had but a little more than 100 
miles farther to proceed, when on the 
16th September she got bound in the 
ico at Cape Szordze Kamem, in N. lat. 
67° 3' and W. loug. 171° 33’. Here 
she had to remain during last winter, 
till the annual breaking up of the ice 
permitted her to gain Behring’s Strait 
and make her exit into the Pacific. It 
will thus be seen that not only has 
Professor Nordonskjold accomplished 
all that he expected, bnt that he waa 
in fair way of doing even more, and 
proving the commercial practicability 
of a North-eastern route. It remaina 
to be proved whether tho success of 
last year is in any measure to bo 
attributed to the peculiar feature of 
the summer, or whether in ordinary 
seasons the enterprise so success 
fully carried through will be capable 
of repetition. If a vesse) leaving 
Norway in July has a fair chance 
of reaching Bebring’s Straits in the 
latter half of September, the opening 
of the route cannot fail to be com- 
mercially valuable. Hitherto, Siberia 
has been practically sealed to commerce 
owing to the difficulty of transport, but 
if the mouths of the great rivers of 
Northern Asia can be safely approached 
in ordinary summers, it will not be 
long before the waters of the Ob, tho 
Irtich, the Yenisei and the Lena will be 
made available for transporting mer. 
chandise. Probably the most remark. 
able thing in connection with the recent 
expeditions to Siberia is the little sup. 
port afforded by the Russian Govern. 
ment. Yet that Government is deoply 
interested in the result. Possibly ono 
of these days, when more civilized aud 
humane counsels prevail at St. Peters- 
burg than are now the order of the 
day, Russia may herself be foremost in 
developing the resources of her great 
Asiatic dependency. Meanwhile all 
honour to those hardly Norsemen who 
have so gallantly solved one of the 
last and greatest riddles of geography. 
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For the information of our readers, 
and in the hope that the Vega may 
visit our port before her return to 
Earope, we give the names of the 
officers commanding the Swedish ex-

LOSS OF THE ARCTIC RELIEF SHIP 
. “ NORDENSEJOLD.” 
(L’Echo du Japon.) 
We have the regret of learning that a 


. telegram, which arrived at Yokohama on 


the 23rd ult., announces that the steamer 
Nordenskjold,' which left Yokohama on the 
Ist August ‘in search of Professor Nor- 
Gensjold, was lost, on the 5th August, near 
Nemoro, at the north-eastern point of the 
island of Yesso. ‘The crew were enabled 
to save themselves, and will return to 
Yokohama,

General regret will be felt at the loss of 
the discovery ship A, E. Nordenskjold, 
which sailed from this port on the Ist 
August en route to Behring’s Strait, in 
search of the Vega, which carried the ac- 
complished polar voyager, Professor Nor- 
denskjold. “This little vessel, which was 
about 200 tous measurement, was built by 
M, Alexander Siberiakoff, at the Kockum 

in Malmo, especially for the 
voyage of discovery. ‘Tho services ren- 
dered to the cause of Arctic research by 
M, Siberiakoff have been considerable. He 
co-operated with the King of Sweden and 
Norway and Mr. Dickson in fitting out 
Professor Nordenskjold’s expedition in the 
Vega, and when public anxiety as to the 
fate of the Professor and his companions 
was aroused, M, Siberiakoff had not the 
slightest hesitation in devoting further 
large sums of money to provide another 
‘vessel to go in search of the Vega, aud it is 
probable, that nothing would havo been 

ard of his generosity were it not that M. 
Siberiakoff thought it his duty to afford the 
Russian Geographical Society an oppor- 
tunity of taking advantage of the proposed 
voyage for scientific purposes. Professor 
Gregorieff, though young, is a botanist of 
considerable promise and reputation ; he 
respresents the Russian Geographical So- 
ciety. Herr Dankelmann, of Leipsic, repre- 
sents the Bremen Society. ‘The commander 
of the Nordenskjold is Captain Sengstake, 
and the crew was selected from trained 
Arctic voyagers 























RELIGIOUS v. SECULAR MISSIONS. 
Wauen enthusiastic people write about 
the delights of travel, we may be sure 
that they have not been wandering any- 
where off the beaten routes, or at all 
events that they have not been brought 
into contact with the noble savage. 
Captain Burton’s experience of travel- 
ling on the Congo River, as recently 
detailed to the Royal Geographical 
Society, was that “it was simply im- 
possible.” If the explorer had ram, 
the natives would not start until they 
had drank it all, and then they were 
not in a condition to start; while if 








there was no rum, which was of course 
the condition of things after they had 
cousumed the whole stock, they would 
nob move an inch. In the course of 
the same speech Captain Burton quoted 
Cetewayo’s pithy summary of the his- 
tory of British relations with uncivilised 
conntries: “First a missionary, then a 
consul, and then come arm: 
doubt in many cases we owe it to the 
indomitable energy of missionaries that 
the initial difficulties of travel in un- 
explored countries are smoothed away 
or mitigated. Though therefore we do 
not wish to undervalue mi 
euterprise, yet we must confes 
the Zulu chieftain’s epigram is as 
trae as it is terse. Perhaps there is 
a balance of benefits and evils. 
Experience in China seems to prove 
that so far as missionary labour takes 
secular form, it is appreciated and to 
some extent welcomed. The destruc. 
tion of the orphanage at Tientsiv, to- 
gether with the wild massacre that 
accompanied it, offers an exoeption to 
the rule. But the success which has 
attended mission hospitals is sufficient 
to show that there is a rule. It is 
what are peradventure the necessary 
and inevitable adjuncts that provoke 
disturbance, arson, and occasionally 
murder. Will a purely secular mission 
ever be tried, the same amount of 
money being supplied along with men 
of as much enthusiasm as religious 
missionaries, with a little more indal- 
gonce for long existing prejudices ? 
Wo do not think so. We caunot 
imagine a secular mission organised 
without an eye to money profits, and 
this would be fatal. There must be 
the supposed supernatural sanction to 
evoke the needfal enthusiasm and the 
apparent disinteresteduess. We say 
apparent, for the motives that prompt 
missionaries to affront discomfort and 
danger take the form of rewards in 
‘an unseen world incomparably more 
brilliant than any that are to be desired 
‘or expected by men whose vision is 
bounded by the horizon of actual life. 
Every ambition of whatever kind is in 
‘ greater or less degree selfish, but the 
world’s verdicts differ much in soverity 
according to the different cases pre- 
sented to it for judgment. When, 
from data supplied by the reports of 
the society for the conversion of the 
Jews, irreverent people calculated the 
cost of transforming a good-for-nothing 
Jew into a worse Christian, and proved 
that it amounted to some hundreds of 
pounds, there was for all that no fall- 
ing off in the society’s funds or in the 
activity of its supporters and emissaries, 
Such a calculation, leading to a like 
numerical result, would be fatal to a 
secular mission. 
that in time the regular soldiers of the 
Cross and the irregulars who in a more 
or less amateur way carry on a sort of 
guerilla warfare against paganism in 
China and elsewhere, will get to realise 
the responsibilities that they assume. 
‘When they bring on trouble, it seems a

67min., at which it stood until the afternoon 
of the 25th, when it fell to 56 min. and 
later to 54’min., where it stood steadily 
until yesterday evening, when it fell to 48 
min, ‘and thero remained the last night 
through ; the wind being N:W. to N:E., 
But veering to W.S.W. this morning, 
accompanied by steady but not heavy rain 
during several hours, the barometer not 
rising abovo 54 min. until after sunset 
to-day, and now (10 p.m.) having touched 
63 min. According to former experience, 
at the mouth of the estuary and in this 
river, a gale is likely to recur locally whe: 
the rotation has been in the direction of 
East by North to South-west as in this 
instance; but I judge from the protracted 

ines of the barometer at the two suc- 
cossive lower markings that the diameter 
of the cyclone is an extended one, which 
may furnish novel data to the observant.

The questions 
of transit-passes and other tradal matters 
have long been in an unsatisfactory posi- 
tion. Why not clear the atmosphere gen- 
erally in that quarter? It is not expected 
that the Midge will leave Pakhoi for some 
weeks at least.—China Mail.

comparatively small loss, in preference to 
running them at a greater. 





YOKOHAMA. 

The Japan Gazette says his Imperial 
‘Majesty the Mikado honoured the givers of 
an entertainment at Uyeno Park, Tokio, by 
his presence on the 26th ult! General 
Grant was also present, and many invita- 
tions were sent to foreign officials and lay 
residents, and largely availed of, as this 
was the first time his Majesty had been 
present at a public gathering of this 
character. The entertainment consisted 
chiefly of ancient feats of arms and gorgeous 
displays of fireworks both by day and 
night. All the sports indulged in used to 
be performed in the presence of the Shogun 
by samurai, before the restoration. But on 
the establishment of the present Govern- 
ment they, like many other customs, were 
to become obsolete. ’ This 
was the first time they have been re- 
vived since the fall of the Tokugawa, 
The Mikado came on the ground in his 
carriage, preceded and followed by a troop 








of Lancers, and having alighted, was con- 
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ducted to a furnished pavilion, where he 


remained a short time, and was then 
escorted by the Daijin and Sangi to the 
adjoining pavilion, or reception room. 
Here tho Chiji of the Tokio Fu and the 
chairman of the committee of the citixens 
of Tokio read addresses, to which 
‘Majesty briefly replied. Several presenta- 
tions then took place, and his Majesty 
afterwards retired to the other pavilion, 
where he remained until the arrival of 
General Grant and Sir Harry S. Parkes, 
The General, Sir Harry Parkes and several 


other gentlemen having been presented to 






his Majesty, the Imperial party crossed over’ 


to the arena and the sports commenced. 
The day was observed as a general holiday, 
and many thousands of spectators are said 
to have been present. One great featuro 
of the enjoyments was the erection in front 
of the arena of an immense building, quite 
two hundred yards in length, in’ which 
supper was provided for the majority of 
the visitors. ‘Tivo rows of tables extended 
the entire length ; and soon some thousands 
of hungry and thirsty guests were engaged 
in discussing the good things provided by 
a generous committee. There was no ox- 
cess of ceremony or ctiquette, but every- 
body got what they could as well as they 
could, amidst the best of good humour, 

‘At’ present, says the Gazette, thoro aro 
no established regulations in Japan for the 
reception of foreign guests, but this stato 
of things is not likely to exist much longer. 
The Hikiburio have appointed a committee 
to consider the most appropriate rules and 
report upon the same, It is to be hoped, 
the same paper goes on to say, that this 
will have the effect of moderating the re- 
ceptions given to governors of English 
colonies, ox-M.P’s. and other foreigners of 
the same rank,

ABSTRACY OF PEKING GAZETTES. 


August 20th.—(1) A decree. The Censor 
‘Tien Han-ch’th prays that officials may bo 
strictly forbidden to go beyond the limits 
of their jurisdiction to meet or accompany 
their superiors. He states that of late, 
whenever a high authority or their own 
Superior pass through their several juris. 
dictions, the territorial authorities of Ohihli 
have been in the habit of going beyond tho 
limits of the districts under their control 
to meet theso high officials or see them on 
their way, and he expresses apprehension 
lest this habit of struggling to your 
should gradually engender a spirit of syco- 
phancy. The Governor-General of Chihli 
will give strict orders to his subordinates 
that, henceforward, when high officers or 
their provincial chiefs pass through their 
jurisdictions they will not be allowed to go 

yond the limits of the districts under 
their control to mect these high officers or 
escort them on their way. Adherence to 
the old habit will be uncompromisingly 

wunished. The Governors-General and 

‘overnors of other provinces will instruct 
their subordinates in the same sense. 


(2) Tun-chu-to-pu-chich HR FEZ Tj 
HH, late ju-péng of Anterior Tibet, is 
appointed Commandant in Ulterior Tibet. 

(3) Postscript memorial from Ming 
Ch’un, Imperial Agent at Hami. Chiang 
Hsing-han, a domestic servant of the lato 
To-k’o-t’o-pu, Commandant of the Forces 
in Yingishar, had come to Hi 
made the following statement :—“T am a 
native of the Hai-yang district of the Téng 
chow prefecture in the province of Shan 
tung, and am 54 years of age. In March 
of the year 1861, I left Peking with my 
master, who reaclied his post in October of 
the same year. In the month of July, 
1864, the Mahommedan rebels of the New 
Dominion laid siege to the city of Yingishar, 
and my master put himself at the head of 
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his officers and men, stoutly defending the 
walls at every point.’ He held the city for 
several months until his provisions were 
exhausted, his hopes of rescue were cut 
off, and half his men lad died of hunger, 
and at last, after holding out until the 30th 
March, 1865, his strength being expended 
and the garrison reduced to extremities, 
the rebels gained possession of the moat 
and took the city. “My master, bearing in 
mind the fact that there was still a large 
supply of powder in store, which he feared 
would be left for the rebels to make use of, 
collected the baskets in which it was packed, 
and placed them in the great hall of his 
yamén, He then assembled his family, 
and, dressed in his official robes, calmly 
and deliberately put fire to the powder. 
‘Phere were in the Yamén my master, his 
wife, one son, one daughter (a widow), 
and two grandsons, making soven members 
of the family, besides women and other 
domestic servants to the number of over 
twenty, all of whom perished  simul- 
taneously. ‘There being no witnesses to 
so tragic and glorious an act, I felt that 
unless it could be reported in some manner 
it would certainly become involved in 
oblivion after a lapse of time. 1 accord- 
ingly made my escape in the confusion that 
followed and fled to Kashgar, and when 
this town’ was lost, I drifted’ in amongst 
the rebels. When’the great army recon- 
juered the southern towns of the New 

jominion Inst winter, and garrisons were 
placed in them, the remaining troops were 
sent back to their respective depéts. I ac- 
companied these to Hami, and now respect- 
fully beg to report the actual circumstances 
under which my master met his fate.” ‘The 
memorialist, commenting on this report, 
atates that no ineans having been afforded 
of ascertaining what had become of '’o-k’o- 
t'o-pu since the loss of the southern towns of 
the New Dominion, he had sent officers to 
Kashgar, Yingishar, and other places last 
summer to make enquiries, and their report 
corresponds with the story now told by the 
late Commandant’s domestic servant. He 
begs, therefore, to lay the facts before His 
Majesty and leave to him the decision as to 
the propriety of investing the deceased 
officer with the highest marks of post- 
humous distinction, (See Gazette of Sth 
August.)

Bs ‘Memorial from the Board of Civil 
Office in reply to an Imperial Decree of the 
28th July, directing them to consider the 
penalties that should be imposed upon Ting 
Pao-chéng, Li Tsung-hsi and Wén Ko, for 























their shortcomings in connection with the 
Tung-hsiang riots in Szechuen. After 
quoting the decree at length, in which the 
penalties are awarded to the principal actors 
in these outrages, the memorialists refer to 
the following clauses in the Statutes of the 
Empire :— 

1.—Any officers who shall conduct a trial 
with such carelessness as to condemna man 
wrongfully to decapitation or ling ch'th 
shall be dismissed. 

2.—Governors-General or Governors who 
shall refrain from denouncing any com- 
mandant of forees or higher officers who 
permits the force under his command to 
set fire to the houses of the people, and 
carry off their children and property, shall 
be dismissed. 

3.—A provincial Judge who shall alter 
the reports submitted to him by department 
or district Magistrates, or shall call upon 
the officers to do so, shall be dismissed. 

4.—In the event of a Governor-General 
or Governor declining to alter a decision to 
which the Board of Punishments may 
object, shall, if he adhere to his refusal 
after the case has been referred to him 
three times, be subject to a penalty in the 
same manner as if he had neglected to 
place the criminal in the proper category of 
offenders to which he belongs. 

5.—Any officers charged with the trial of 
a case who shall apply the law to such case 
in an improper manner, and wrongfully 
pass sentence of ling ch’th or decapitation 
upon those who should be punished by 

wnishment or some lighter penalty, shall, 
if such sentence has been carried out, be 
dismissed. 

8.—Any oficer appointed by Imperial 
decree to investigate a matter who shall be 
guilty of reservation in his report to the 
Throne, shall be deprived of ono step of 
commutative rank, 

‘The memorialists now find that Wen Ko, 
while acting as Governor-General of Sze- 


chuen, used the words iq HH SU ZE, 


« destroy them utterly and wipe them out” 
in his letter of instructions, and, further, 
neglected to associate the Brigadier-General 
Hsieh Ssii-yu, who reported that he had 
ascertained there had been no seditious 
movement, with those who were managing 
the affair. They therefore consider him 
guilty of carelessness, and subject to dis- 
‘missal under the first and second extracts 
quoted above. Ting Pao-chéng passed too 
light a sentence upon the people responsi- 
ble for outrage, and ordered the Commi 
sioners to strike out a certain passage in 
the original report. He also did not give 
careful consideration to the matter when 
called upon to report to His Majesty. They 
place him therefore in the third and fifth 
categories of offenders and recommend his 
dismissal. Li Tsung-tsi’s offence comes 
under the sixth category, and they recom- 
mend that he be punished in the manner 
therein laid down. (See Gazette of 10th 
August.) 

August 23rd.—(1) ADecree. ‘Tso Tsung- 
t'ang reports the occurrence of an earth- 
quake in the departments and districts in 
the South-east of Kansu, and the measures 
he has now taken for tho relief of the 
sufferers. In Chieh Chow and other de- 
partments and districts in Kansu the earth 
shook from the 19th of June until the Ist 
of July, during which time slight sho: 
ocurred at intervals of two days, or [in 
some places], daily. But on the Ist of July 
a violent shock accompanied with noise, 
occurred at Chieh Chow, Wen Hsien, Hsi- 
ho, and other places, throwing down the 
earthen walls of these towns, and destroying 
the greater part of the temples, public 
offices, and dwelling houses, besides killing 
or injuring numbers of people. On per- 
usal of this memorial Onr pity and sympathy 
were indeed profound. Let Tso Tsung- 
Vang depute an officer to make careful 
inspection and enquiry, and duly minister 
to the wants: of the sufferers in such 
wise that no one shall lose his home, 






























Let him at once ascertain in what man- 
ner Iu Tsun-k’'ung, Director of Studies, 
and Li Yi-yin, sub-Direstor of Studi 
at Chich Chow were swallowed up wit 
their whole households, and apply to Us, 
for marks of compassion to be bestowed 
upon them. Tso Tsung-t'ang, in praying 
that a decree may be issued bestowing 
instant dismissal upon him for his failure 
to carry out properly the duties with the 
performance of which he has been honoured, 
has manifested a proper spirit of solf- 
examination when afilicted with a calamit- 
ous visitation. It behoves him, then, in 
the deepest spirit of true reverence and 
awe, to devote his whole mind to the 
interests of the people, that peace may be 
restored to the [suffering] region and tho 
village population pursue their industries 
with GF Sod hearts. Thus will he fitly 
second [the intent] with which he was sent 
to his post. His prayer for immediate 
dismissal need not be considered. As 
regards the other matters, let action be 
taken as proposed. 

(2) Your Majesties’ Servant Yi Hwan 
(tho Prince of Ch’un) humbly prays upon 
his knees that he may be allowed to retire 
to his home and attend to his maladies, 
which of late years have returned upon. 
him on repeated occasions and left his 
constitution impaired in spite of special 
care in the application of remedies, On 
his return from duty at the Mausolea in 
the month of April last he was again seized 
with in the legs, which brought on 
an affection of the spleen, that cannot 
show an improvement in a short spaco 
of time, The works at tho P'u T’o 
Yi having now beon completed, Your 
servant would humbly pray Your Majesties 
to permit him to stay at home and 
nurse himself. As soon as he has re- 
covered, it will at once bo his duty respect- 
fully to enquire after the sacred welfare ; he 
would not venture on any account to study 
his own repose or ease.—Granted by decree 
of 10th August, 

(8) Wen Pin, Director-General of the 
Grain Transport, reports that the whole of 
the fleet of junks bearing tribute grain 
from the Kiangpéh region has crossed the 
Yellow River and re-entered the Grand: 
Canal. On the 22nd of June tho memo- 
rialist’ went to Pa-li-miao near Chang-ch’in- 
chén, to see the condition of the current of 
the Yellow River in the northern channel 
to the Canal, and found it was too 
weak. From Shih-chia-ch'iao northwards 
to Pas-li-miao at the mouth of the Canal, 
a distance of twenty [i, there were five 
shallow places, At all these places were 
submerged villages that had been washed 
away by the current, and the walls, founda- 
tions and other stonework, as well as tombs, 
stone tablets, &c., stood in the bed of the 
river, When the water was high, boats 
could pass over these ruins, but when it fell 
they struck upon them and were injured. 
The people on the river's bank declared 
that it was in consequence of this that in 
the 4th and 5th moons the bed of the river 
was exposed. As, however, the fleet of 
grain junks had already entered the Yellow 
River, if a freshet was waited for it would 
take over ten days to drag the whole five 
hundred boats up against the stream, and 
as the freshet only lasted for seven days at 
the most, it would be a great pity to see so 
much time ‘wasted. Memorialist accord- 
ingly directed his executive to use every 
possible means to got tho boats along. 
Heavy rain providentially fell for: half a 
month from the date of his arrival on 
seven occasions, but he only succeeded in 
getting some fifty or more of the junks to 
Pa-li-miao, Impatient to a degree at 
this failure, memorialist gave orders that 
the remaining five detachments should be 
towed up the southern channel for a dis- 
tance of fifty li to the Sun-chia landing, at 
which point the northern and southern 
channels diverge, and there anchor, in 
order that they might drop down with the 
stream to Paiste directly the freshet 
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came. Further heavy rain fell from the 
8th to the 16th of July, and on the latter 
date the whole fleet were enabled to anchor 
near the mouth of the Canal. Heavy rain 
fell again on the 18th, and the water sud- 
denly rose eight feet. As there is no 
feeder to the Grand Canal from Pa-li-miao 
to Lin-ch'ing, a distance of over 200 li, it 
is necessary to wait until the Yellow River 
has risen five feet above the bed of the 
Canal before the sluice can be opened, 
and there is always a danger that the 
water may fall before the boats can all 
getin. This year, therefore, memorialist 
gave orders to all the district and depart- 
ment authorities along the Canal to keep 
their sluices rigidly shut, so that, in con- 
sequence of the heavy rain, an accumula- 
tion was secured of three to four feet in the 
deeper parts, and a little over a foot in the 
very shallowest places. When, therefore, 
the Yellow River had risen one or two feet 
above the bed of the Canal it would be 
possible to open the sluices. When memo- 
rialist heard that the river was rising 
rapidly, he at once went with his staff to 
look, and finding it had alreadyrisen twofeet 
above the surface of the Canal, he got all 
the men together he could and ordered them 
to open the sluice as fast as possible. This 
took four hours to accomplish, when, every- 
thing being clear, the boats were admitted, 
and the work of passing them through 
‘was carried on day and night. The Yellow 
River began to fall on the 19th, and the 
entrance of tho Canal shallowed, so that 
the work was stopped for a time. Measures 
however were taken to dredge the shallow 
places inside the mouth of the Canal, and 
water from neighbouring dykes was led 
into it, so that, when the river again rose 
on the 27th, the sluice was opened a second 
time and over a hundred more vessels 
mitted. ‘The channel then again became 
impassable, and dredging was once more 
resorted to, until a third rise in the River 
on the 3rd August enabled the sluice again 
to ba opencd and the remainder of the 
junks were floated in.—Rescript : Noted. 

August 24th.—With the exception of a 
few memorials on matters of official routine, 
this day's Gazette is occupied with the re- 

ort of Kuang Shou and P’an Tsu-yin, the 
Rich officers sppolnted to investigate the 
charges one it against An Hoing-ah, 
oflicor of the Imperial Household, by tho 
Gonsor Téng Ch’ing-lin. A full summary 
of this memorial will be found in the 
Gazette of 11th August. 

August 25th. ~) Momorial from Wén 
Pin, ector-General of Grain Transport. 
He’ has already reported the successful 
passago of the Yellow River by the fleet 
of grain junks, and their entranco into the 
northern branch of the Grand Canal. So 
rapid a passage as has this year beon effected 
is a matter of rare occurrence, and is attri- 
butable to the spiritual aid afforded by the 
river deities. When the first detachment 
of junks reached Wén-shang Hsien, there 
was not much more than a foot of water 
there, but the depth was increased by some 
three feot and more in consequence of the 
timely rain that fell, by which the junks 
were enabled to enter the Yellow River. 
Memorialist having learnt from enquiry 
among tho people that in consequence of 
the drought last year in the province of 
Shansi, there had only been a foot or two 
of water in the Yellow River during the 
period of tho summer freshet, and it was 
cnly in the autumn that there was a heavy 
‘one, he came to the conclusion that as the 
spring and summer rains had failed this 
year, too, in Shansi, the summer freshet 
would not occur at its proper season. 
Feeling, therefore, that it would be a great 
pity that time should be lost in waitin; 
for an opportunity [that might not comet, 
the boatmen were called upon to put 
forth all their energies in dragging the boats 
upstream. The only danger that vessels 
have to fear in the Yellow River is 
wind, and never in memorialist’s experience 
haye the boatmen shirked the toil of 

















tracking against the stream. He has, 
moreover, found that when obstacles pre- 
sent themselves which are beyond the 
power of man to overcome, if he has 
repaired to the temples of the Ta Wan; 
and the Chiang Chiin (two of the gods of 
the Yellow River) a single heartfelt prayer 
will evoke tho manifestation of their power, 
and heavy rain is sure to fall. ‘The prayers 
that he offered during the present year at 
the various temples to the gods ‘of the 
Yellow River, resulted in a succession of 
downpours of heavy rain from the 22nd 
June to the end of July, which called forth 
the gratitude and respect of all beholders. 
‘The memorial concludes with a list of 
deities for whom tablets or other marks 
of Imperial distinction are solicited.

ing been obtained last year to a survey 
being made of tho region of Ma-yén Ho in 
the jurisdiction of Altchuké, with a view 
to placing tho Manchus and Chinese 
squatters who had established themsolves 
there under taxation, an officer was 
deputod to make the necessary survey. 
This officer now reports that over 5,700 
people of both sexes wore sottled in this 
region over an area of one 25,000 mu, and 
that some 200,000 mu of vacant ‘land 














might advantageously be brought under 
cultivation, as there were a number of 
people ready to take it up. In reply, 
memorialist gave orders that the people in 
possession of land inside the mountain 
Tange should first be called upon to pay 
upon the assessed value of the land 
they were occupying, and that the occu- 
pation of the region beyond the mountain 
should be the subject of further considera- 
tion. On referring the question to the 
Deputy Liout.-General of San Hsing, that 
officer objected to the occupation of the 
land on the gromnd that it adjoined the 
region from whence the birch rods for arrow 
shafts and the bark for bows which was 
sent as tribute to Peking was procured. 
‘The matter having been referred to His 
Majesty, the Lieut.-General and others 
were called upon to survey the region 
themselves and report further. This re- 
port is now before the memorialst. ‘They 
state that the squatters who have now 
been brought under taxation are the residue 
of ginseng gatherers who 
evade expulsion after the prohibition 
against the gathering of ginseng was pro- 
mulgated in the reign of tho Emperor 
Hien Féng. They had taken to farm- 
ing as a livelihood, and as they have 
now been in possession of the land for 
some time and are orderly and quiet, it 
would be inexpedient to attempt their ex- 
pulsion. The Lieut.-General, is, however, 
still of opinion that the cultivation of the 
region beyond the mountains, which ad- 
joins the hills from whence the birchwood 
and bark for arrows is obtained, would be 
inadvisable. ‘The area in question is o 
large one, being 2,000 li in breadth by 
3,000 li in length, but the greater part 
consists of watercourses, low land, or tracts 
which are flooded with rain, leaving barely 
20,000 mu available for cultivation.—Re- 
script: Noted.

THE EARTHQUAKE IN KANSU. 


MEMORIAL FROM THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
TSO TSUNG-T'aNG. 

Tso Tsung-t'ang, Governor-General of 
Shénsi and Kansu, submits a memorial 
reporting the occurrence of an earthquake 
in the South-castern districts of the pro- 
vinco of Kansu, and the measures of relief 
at present adopted. He has been informed 
by Ch’ung Pao, the Financial Commissioner 
of the province, that reports announcing 
the occurrenco of an earthquake lasting 
from’ 29th June to 11th July have been 
received from the following districts :— 
Chieh Chow, Wén Hsien, Ch'éug Hsion, 
Hsi-ku Chow, Ch'in-an, ‘Ching-shui, Li 
Hsien, Hui Hsien, Liang-tang, San-ch’a, 
Ching’ Chow, Ch’ung-hsien, Ling-t'ai, An- 
hua, Ning-chow, Ku-yuan, Hai-ch'éng, 
Piing-liaug, Ching-ning, Lung-té, Hua- 
p'ing, Hsi-ho, Tao Chow, Lung-hsi, Hui- 
ning and An-ti 

juring the interval between the 19th 
June and the Ist July slight shocks wero 
felt nearly every day, but this was all. 
On the Ist of July, however, at about 
4 am., a violent shock occurred in 
Chich Chow, Wén Hsien and Hsi 
making 2 noise like thunder and causi 
the ground to open and water to rush 
out. The city walls, as well as the 
public offices, ancestral and other temples, 
and private houses were either levelled 
to the ground or split and rent asunder. 
‘The number of persons crushed to death 
varied from 10 in some places to 200 
or 300 in others, in addition to which 
a large quantity of cattle was destroyed. 
On receipt of the information, the Financial 
Commissioner sent off agents to ascertain 
the extent of tho damage, in order 
that relief might be sent, and at the 
same time reported the circumstances to 
the Governor-General. The latter ob- 
serves that, in consequence of the thick 
ness of the crust of the earth and the 
depth of the water in Kansu, there is 
constantly an accumulation of subterranean 
gases and sub-aqueous vapours which find 
2 vent in frequent earthquakes ; but as a 
rule these are very slizht, aud all is over 
in a moment. In the preseut instance, 
both Shénsi and Kansu have simultane- 
ously reported disastrous results from the 
earthquake, which has been particularly 
severe in the east of Kansu, though the 





























amount of damage done varies in different 
departments and districts. In some places 
one shock only was felt; in others, soveral 
in succession ; while in others, again, they 
continued for the whole ten days, ccusing 
fhe people to live in constant dread of being 
crushed. Many of thom passed their nights 
in the open, and at moments when the 
danger was ituminent their cries of distress 
were truly piteousto hear. ‘There being no 
one to attend to the animals, even more of 
these than of human beings were injured or 
crushed to death, while most of the city 
walls, temples, public offices and private 
dwellings ‘were destroyed, and havoc 
wrought of far greater extent than in dis- 
asters of an ordinary kind, Providentially, 
it so happened that the summer harvest had 
just been gathered, and this being a plentiful 
one, the measures of relief required were 
easily carried out. ‘Tho sums necossary for 
repairs to buildings will, with the exception 
‘of those places in which the damage has 
been very severo, be raised locally, and 
there will be no’ necessity to apply for 
large sums from the Government for this 
purpose. The memorialist has already 
taken counsel with Yang Ch'ang-chiin, and 
the provincial Commissioners have ‘been 
instructed to send officers to the places 
that have suffered, to ascertain the amount 
of damago done'and to unite with the 
duly accredited authorities in each place 
in taking tho various necessary stops, 
As soon as tho task shall have been 
completed and a report drawn up, the 
memorialist will again address His Ma- 
jesty. The fate of Lu Tsun-k'ung, Director 
of studies, and Li Yi-yin, Sub-Director of 
studies, at Chich Chow,’ who with their 
whole households, ave been swallowed w 
and disappeared, is specially deplorable, an 
the provincial Commissioners have been 
directed to be particularly careful to render 
the necessary compassionate offices. ‘Tho 
Board has also been communicated with 
announcing the vacancies that have 
been created, and requesting that fresh 
officers may be selected to fill them. 
‘The memorialist begs to submit this report 
of tho disaster conjointly with Yang Ch’ang- 
chiiu, Assistant High Commissioner for the 
reorganisation of Kansu and the New 
Dominion. 

As regards tho responsibility incurred by 
memorialist, who, awaiting the punishment 
of jortcomings upon the frontier of 
the Empire, has had the shamefacedness to 
filch honors that are not his due, and has 
now brought down misfortune by the 
unseemly performance of the functions 
with which he has been entrusted, it 
becomes his duty humbly to implore His 
Majesty of His heavenly graco immediatoly 
to bestow dismissal upon him, as a warnin, 
and deterrent to others. Ho submits this 
request on his personal account, (For 
decree see Gazette of 23rd August.)

enormous arches... ‘They thus reached the ex- 
tremity of the lake, where they noticed 
largo channel extending towards the 
south, into which water quietly made its 
way. This is supposed to bo a lar; - 
sure which has bafited exploration hitherto at 
Sebdon, and which connects the cascades 
with that locality, and thus with the mys- 
torious sources of the Taina. It is possible 
that here they have fouud an immense natural 
bi supplied by powerful sources, and 
sending a part of its waters towards the lake, 
while the rest goes to Sebdon.
